Brought Out by Claims of New York 


Veteran 
to 
the Distinction— Ohio 


Man Claims Honor. 


The mooted questalon of who first 


enlisted in the military service of the 


war of the Rebellion has been fre­ 


quently under 
discussion, 
and tho 


credit for such enlistment lias been 
claimed by several persons. 
Among 
th e latest claimants for tho honor la 
Comrade Band of the Twelfth 
New 
York Infantry, who claims eulistment 
on April 15, 1861. 
Tills claim was made during the re­ 
cent national G. A B. encampment at 
San Francisco, and has been referred 
to in New York papers. 
The follow­ 
ing clipping, taken from the Lima 
(t>.) Gazette of December 18, shows 
by the records that an Ohio man is 
entitled 
to whatever 
credit is due 
for the earliest enlistment, and that 
Salem was the |x>int at. which such 
enlistment tok place, 
it was at that 
time the home of Capt. James B. (Bir* 
ney) Kirk, who is well known here, 
and on the day tiiat Fort Sumter was 
fired on lie enlisted in this city. The 
clipping follows: 
'Capt. J 
B 
Kirk believes he was 
the first man to enlist us a volunteer 


111 tiie Civil war. 
He has never be­ 
fore made the claim, but haviug re­ 
cently n ad of the claim being made 
by New York papers that the 
first 
enlistment, was April 15, 1861, he fur­ 
nishes the following certificate
